The note declares that Germany's 
plan to attack British merchantmen 
was a retaliatory measure adopted 
because of alleged violation of inter- 
national law by Great Britain in try- 
ing to starve tie non-combatant popu- 
lation of Germany, and that the latter 
government is ready to withdraw from 
its purpose' as expressed in the naval 
war zone decree as far as it applies 
to merchant vessels, as soon as Great 
Britain, either of its own volition, or 
as a result of .representations from 
the neutrals, expresses her willing- 
ness to return to the usual practises 
of international law on the question 
of foodstuffs. 
Charges Against England. 
The German note adds that the Ber- 
lin government has information that 
English merchant ships 
are • being 
armed and have orders to sail in 
groups for protection, and 
further, 
that they would try to sink sub- 
marines. It declared that there was 
now no question about searching them 
because they are now held to be war- 


The note declares further'that. Great 
Britain according to Information of 
Germany, intended to use neutral 
fiaes and that, therefore, neutral ship- 
ping would be in danger in the war 
zone.

In Prussia, Russians Will Make 


Campaigns In- Own

New York, Feb. 15.—More than 110,- 
000 tons of food have been sent to 
Belgium up to January 20 by the com- 
mission for relief in Belgium, accord- 
ing to its twelfth weekly report issued 
today.

20, 23,227 tons were shipped, more 
than twice the amount shipped the 
week before. .,Qf this shipment 20,356 
tons were wheat, and 2,340 flour, the 
remaining BS1 tons being composed of 
rice, peas, beaifs, salt and potatoes. 
Of the 111,713 tons of all supplies 
shipped up to the close of report, 652 
tons were medical stores. 
The com- 
mission announces that need for food 
in Belgium is increasing. .

COMMON SENSE. 


In the issue .of The Nation for Feb- 


Tuary 4th, one of the most conserva- 
itve of the weekly magazines pub- 
lished touching on public questions, 
the subject of the1 German-American 
menace is taken up and handled in a 
most 
judicial manner. The article 


takes up the question of some of the 
belligerent Garman-America.ns to or- 
ganize for aggressive' action "to break 
the power of England upon our public 
servants and our government," 
It 


does not question the right of the 
citizens of this country, whatever the 
land of their birth, to have a perfect 
right to organize for any benevolent 
purpose that they approve. That they 
can form societies, in order to radi< 
cally alter our form of government or 
to induce it to change its foreign pol- 
icy if they are actuated by patriotic 
American motives. But when this or- 
ganizing is plainly in the' interests of 
a foreign government and would in- 
evitably result in dividing all Ameri- 
cans into two camps over an issue 
foreign to this country, those who un- 
dertake it are playing with extremely 
dangerous fire. It will tend to inject 
hatred and bitterness into our treat- 
ment of 'questions relating to our for- 
eign affairs, at the worst possible time 
for such a display of partisanship. If 
ever there was an hour when patri- 
otic citizens should refrain from acts 
likely to embroil this government at 
home or abroad, it is the present. 


Our 
German-Americans who 
are 


citizens, and not merely 6oj«urners 
among us, were supposed when they 
took out their naturalization papers to 
have abandoned their allegiance to 
Germany, and to have sworn fealty to 
cur institutions. Now many of them 
are acting as 
if they were never 


Americans at all, but merely Germans 
who live here for convenience. They 
are looking at this whole question, 
not from the American point of view, 
but the German. TVhen taey demand 
that all shipments of arms to Europe 
be stopped, it is because they favor 
Germany,., and are working in hsr In- 
terest, 
when they say they desire' to 


elect congressmen who shall "compel 
the administration to enforce strict 
neutrality," they mean'that, since the 
laws, by reason of British control of 
the sea, happen to favor the allies, 
they wish these laws changed. If 
these happened to favor Germany we 
should hear not a word from the Ger- 
man-Americans. 
They are judging 


thus upon what will help Germany; 
how it affects the United States they 
care not. 


For the first time they have raised 


the .question of the loyalty of foreign- 
born citizens, not their loyalty in time 
of war, but that dee.per, firmer, and 
nobler allegiance' to our institutions 
•which we have a right to expect of 
true Americans. For it is impossible 
to 
uphold German autocracy and 


American representative government 
at the same time; they are too utterly 
dissimilar to make it possible. 
At 


bottom 
there are the same funda- 


mental differences that existed when 
the men of 1848 fled to this country 
for political asylum. But those who 
are trying to raise up a German na- 
tional, party here in the reflected heat 
of the great struggle abroad overlook 
all this, as they do the probability of 
their opening serious cleavage be- 
tween themselves and the other Amer- 
ican citizens which will last for years, 
to come. With the outcome of the 
war for Germany they have1, strictly 
speaking, no more concern than the 
hundreds of thousands of Americans 
who are indebted to her for one cause 
or another. What they ought to be 
praying for is an outcqme which

Six Lessons in Astronomy 


TONIGHT: How Many 


(Prepared for the Gazette at the 


University of Wisconsin). 


Did you every try to count all the 


stars you could 
see? Or, thinking 
this a hopeless task, did It ever oc- 
cur to you that 5,000 owuld be a gen- 
erous estimate of their number? This 
is true, the stars of the sky, visible 
from any one place, may be counted 
in a few hours under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, 
if the .night is 
clear. 
They do not 
exceed two or three 
thousand, the exact number depend- 
ing upon atmospheric conditions and 
the keenness of the individual eye. 
Yet however many are seen, there 
is always the vague impression of 
more just beyond the limit of visibil- 
ity. In fact, much more than half of 
what we call starlight 
comes 
from 
stars that are separately too small 
to be seen, but whose number is so 
great as to more than make up for 
their individual falntness. The milky 
way is Just such a cloud 
of faint 
stars, and 
through 
the 
telescope 
breaks up into shining points, each 
an independent star. 
These faint stars, which are found 
in every part of the sky as well as in 
the milky way, are usually called tel- 
escopic in 
recognition 
of the 
fact 
that they can be seen only in the 
telescope while 
the other 
brighter 
ones are known as lucid stars. 
Nearly nineteen centuries ago St. 
Paul noted that "one star 
differeth 
from another star in glory," and no 
more apt words can be found to mark 
the difference 
of brightness 
which 


Stars Can One See? 
the stars present. Even prior to St 
Paul's day the ancient Greek astron- 
omers had divided the stars In resptci 
of brightness into six groups which 
the 
modern astronomers still use, 
calling each group a magnitude. 
Thus a few of the brightest stars 
are said to be of the first magnitude, 
the great mass of faint ones whic'i 
are just visible tq the unaided eye aro 
said to be of the 
sixth 
magnitude 
and Intermediate degrees of briiliancv 
are represented by the intermediate 
magnitudes, second, third, fourth, ami 
fifth. 
The 
telescopic stars 
show 
among themselves an even greater 
range of brightness than do the lurid 
ones, and the system of magnitud 
has been extended to Include. Uiei 
the faintest star visible in the greaf 
eet telescope of the present time be 
ing of the 
twentieth or 
twenly.flrst 
magnitude. 
The word magnitude has no refer- 
ence to the size of the stars, but only 
to their brightness. 
Some stars do 
not remain always of the same mag- 
nitude, but change their brightness 
from time to time, and this not on ac- 
count of cloud or mist in the atmos- 
phere, nut from something In the star 
itself. 
These 
are 
called 
variable 
stars and to their number we must 
also add certain 
extraordinary star« 
that' flash up unexpectedly wher« 
nothing had been seen before, abide 
for a time and then die away. These 
are called new or temporary stars. 
(Tomorrow look in this column for 
the lesson on the Law of the Stars.— 
Ed.)

Madison, WIs., Feb. 15.—A modifi- 
cation of the anti-trust cigarette law, 
repealing many of the 
present fea- 
tures, but strengthening the prohibi- 
tive featutres as applied to minors, 
will be proposed in the assembly to- 
night in the form of a bill by As- 
semblyman D. L. Dobie of Superior. 
The measure provides for the licens- 
ing of cigarette dealers and the revo- 
cation of their licenses for violation 
o£ the provisions of the law. 
"The 
present cigarette law Is a 
farce; everybody knows it, and it is 
time that a law -was enacted on this- 
subject that will be workable and 
accomplish a real purpose," satd As- 
semblyman Dobie today.
